, However, when District Superin- 
! tendent Ed Dougherty of the Federal 
i Alcohol Tax Unit, accompanied by 
| several officers from the Pennsylvania 
j Liquor Control Board, ambled onto 
! the Lower Merion Township dump 
; Tuesday afternoon, he found not only 
a blue Buick sedan, standing by the 
I springhouse there, but in the spring- 
i house he discovered a first-class fac- 



tory — a booze factory. 

On the cold floor of the springhouse 
were two stills — a fifteen-gallon still 
and a 150-gallon still— both still. They 
were set up ready for use, but were 
not in operation at the time of their 
siezure. 

Alongside the stills were two fifty- 
gallon barrels of mash in the process 
of fermentation. Nineteen other simi- 
lar barrels, some half-full, some 
empty, were also found. 

Two gallons of moonshine liquor, 
one five-gallon barrel and several 
twenty-five-gallon barrels of wine 
completed the seizure by the Federal 
and State officers. 

Just who gave the tip-off to the 
Alcohol Tax Unit, officials would not 
say.

Library Circulation Grows: 

Book Groups Inaugurated 



Circulation records at the Narberth 
Community Library continue to show 
a steady gain. 4434 books and maga- 
zines were distributed during the 
month of July, an increase of about 
180 books compared with the circu- 
lation in July, 1935, and about 130 
more than in June of this year. The 
gain for the first seven months of 
1936 is about 1300. 

The new registration system is well 
established, and has been the moans 
of correcting many long standing er- 
rors in the registration file. Re- 
registrations and new borrowers have 
totaled 1100 in a little more than 
two months since the system has been 
in effect.

This, however, was found to be im- 
practical because of the small number 
of westerns and because of the lack 
of a convenient place for such a spe- 
cial collection. As a compromise, a 
list of all the western stories in the 
library arranged alphabetically by 
author has been placed at the desk 
for the convenience of those interested 
especially in this type of fiction. 

Other special lists may be had at 
the desk for the asking — "Vocations in 
fiction," "Historical fiction," "Books 
for young people. Revised, 1936," 
"Home reading" (junior and senior 
high school list), "Reading for pleas- 
ure," "The choice of a hobby," and 
"666" (Boy Scout reading list), as 
well as the library's own monthly list

Hansell Bros, to Begin Supply- 
ing Lubrication for 
Economy Operating 

On August 10, 11 and 12 Hansell 
Brothers on Montgomery avenue, Nar- 
berth, will inaugurate an auto lubri- 
i cation service tested recently by The 
Atlantic Refining Company near Toms 
I River, N. J., where it was discovered 
that ordinary stock cars, if properly 
lubricated, can be driven 100,000 miles 
with almost no wear.

stand 15,000 pounds pressure per 
square inch. This film strengthened
